The Convention was called to order yes­ 
terday at 9 :4 5 a . m . 
The Chair requested 
that the members of the Convention, indi­ 
vidually and collectively, give him their 
assistance in m aintaining order, and thus 
expedite business. 
During the tim e the 
Convention is in session, all members were 
requested to keep their seats, so that the 
confusion of W ednesday should not be 
repeated. 
No member should be allowed 
to speak lint once upon the same question, 
and all members, when they addressed the 
Chair, should rise, give their names and 
the organization which they represent. 
On motion of M arius 1). Iloruck, “ Cush­ 
ing's M anual ” was adopted as the rules 
governing the proceedings o f the Con­ 
vention. 
A m ember of the San Jose Branch, from 
Santa Cruz, offered a resolution allowing 
two o f their members to have thirty-four 
votes for the labor organizations tliev rep­ 
resent. 
The two delegates were Messrs. 
H ollíneyer and H askill. T his brought out 
a spirited and acrimonious debate. 
A motion to lay upon the table was lost. 
C. F. McGlashan, Noble Fisher and Dun­ 
can McPherson made strong speeches in 
favor of their admission. 
Messrs. Esteo, Kellogg and others op­ 
posed it. 
J. C. McTamahan, of Sonora, made a 
vigorous speech, denouncing the ruling of 
the Chair on Wednesday as arbitrary. H is 
credentials from the Sonora club had been 
refused, utid he demanded that his name be 
placed upon the roll. 
Noble Fisher said the San Jose Conven­ 
tion had been admitted in its entirety, and 
they must be accepted hag and baggage. 
They did not propose to lose one of their 
delegates. 
They had come to stay, and 
had brought with them their sisters and 
their cousins and their aunts. 
Mr. McGlashan said the labor leagues re­ 
ferred to were entitled to a representation 
in the San Jose Convention. 
They were 
ju sta s much entitled to a vote and voice 
as any other delegate m the Convention. 
After much 
discussion. Messrs. Hoff- 
mever and Haskell were allowed to repre­ 
present the thirty-four organizations, which 
gives 
them 
thirty-six 
votes—a 
little 
monopoly of itself. 
W. B. Sauffey, of Santa Clara, introduced 
the following resolution : 
Raolved, That no man who is now directly 
employing or patronizing Chinese be placed on 
our Committee on Resolutions. 
The resolution was signed by twenty-two 
names, and when read was loudly ap­ 
plauded. 
Speeches were made by a large 
number who were in favor of its passage. 
Frank Pixley said if the resolution was 
passed he would m ove that the Committee 
on Resolutions prepared by the Chairman 
he read and nil gentlemen who could not 
show clean hands should step down and 
out. 
Mr. Newlands, of San Francisco, said the 
passage oi* that resolution meant the deny­ 
ing the privileges o f this Convention to ’a 
number of delegates.

He believed this country 
was intended for the white race, but the 
Chinese had been invited here, they Were 
our guests, and they should have the pro­ 
tection the law gave them.

Give the preference to the white man, but 
do n.'i force our individual ideas upon our 
neighbor. 
Seveial member* claimed that a man 
who employed Chinese had no right on the 
tioor of the Convention. 
They were bov- 
cotters. and each remark of this character 
was loudly applauded. 
Mr. MeElrath, ot Alameda county, said 
they had assembled to consider the g re a te st 
question that hud ever been brought before 
the people of the K a e. So far all efforts in 
this direction had proven futile. A ll we 
can do is by the wisdom of our counsel 
form an 
impression on Congress, 
and 
thereby gain Congressional aid, tlie only 
thing that can affi rd us any relief. 
We 
came here for an exchange of ideas, and 
it is a good tiling that both classes arc 
represented. 
The San Jose Convention 
comes in here like a unit. 
Tlitir minds 
are made up: they have nothing to delib­ 
erate upon. They are in favor of a boycott. 
[Cries of " Yes! yes! '] 
We want men 
upon ;hat committee of conservative minds, 
who can present to Congress our grievances 
in such language and terms us will result 
in tire most good, and thus aid in the 
passage o f Senator Mitchell’s bill. 
If you 
pass the resolution under consideration 
you disfranchise every man upon this 
tlixir who employs Chinamen.

“ H e lias no business here ; lire him o u t!”] 
H e may be just as much in favor of gettina 
rid of the Chinese as Mr. McGlashan or 
any member of the San Jose Convention. 
We believe in tiie use of all lawful means,

H e should not be allow ed to 
participate in the proceedings of this or 
any other Convention. 
The resolution was 
im politic, and should not pass. 
If the pro­ 
ceedings of this Convention create an im ­ 
pression iu the East that we are riotous out 
here, it will do our cause great harm in 
Congress. 
The Chinamen come here un­ 
der the plighted faith of the country, and 
that plighted faith must be maintained. 
Let us do nothing illegal. The Mongolian 
has crept into a thousand avenues of labor, 
and it is impossible to exclude them all, 
and at once. [Cries, “ Nothing impossible to 
Boycott. 
H e settles thebusiness.”] Let us 
act temperately, and pass such acts only as 
w ill tend to assure the people o f the East 
that we are law-abiding; that we are suffer­ 
ing from a great evil. 
Do not exclude a 
member from this floor because he has a 
Chinaman in his employ. 
This question 
of Chinese labor has a growth of thirty-six 
years, and cannot be readily pulled out by 
the roots.

Dennis Kearney said he favored the reso­ 
lution as introduced. 
H e said gentlemen 
were present who represented pro-Chinese 
organizations. We have all met on a level 
for once, capital and labor. Give them all 
a chance. Let us meet with a liberal spirit. 
Let us hear no more hissing, as was in­ 
dulged in a few moments ago, when Mr. 
Pixley took the floor. If Colonel Bee 
himself 
was 
here, 
a 
representative 
on this floor, common decency, common 
courtesy, would demand from him, at the 
hands of this Convention of representative 
men, a respectful hearing. This is the first 
time that the employe and employer have 
been brought together, and let the meeting 
result in good. The man who employs 
Chinese labor loves slaves ; but we propose 
to boycott the employer of Chinese slaves. 
We propose to he lenient; but the time 
has come in California when we must boy­ 
cott the Chinese, and the Chinese must go.

ourselves in a short time. 
How long now this character of immigration 
w ill continue to be beneficial is problematical. 
It therefore appears that immigration even of 
t>eop!e of the same race and general tvpe of the 
human family, of people enpable of rapid as­ 
similation with the possessors of the eountry is 
sometimes beneficial and sometimes mischiev­ 
ous, depending upon circumstances that are 
liable to change. 
But we assert that the immigration, whether 
voluntary or forced into a country, of non- 
assiinilative races Is always an unmlxed evil 
and a public calamity. 
The same spirit of greed and avarice which is 
at the bottom ot the coolie immigration of this 
age, lay at the bottom, and was the impelling 
motive for the forced immigration of African 
slaves into the country all through the e ig h ­ 
teenth century. 
No doubt the slave-traders and slave-purehas- 
ers of that day tried to make the world believe 
that they were doing good, and that their mo­ 
tives were noble and patriotic. Men are fond 
of giving themselves credit for lofty motives iu 
ail they do. 
No doubt they talked loudly about develop­ 
ing the resources of the couiitry, and about 
Christianizing the poor African. 
Hut at the 
bottom was the old Mammon of cheap labor, 
and tlte money to be got out of it. The world 
lias not changed much. 
The selfishness of those men lias already 
borne much latter fruit: through it the curse 
of race hetrogeneity lias taken deep root in the 
soiled our common country. Out of that evil 
we have had one bloody war for which the na­ 
tion has not yet thrown off its mourning. But 
the war was nothing to what it left behind. 
It 
is true that it lias settled the slave question. 
But the negro question, the question of the re­ 
lations between the white matt and the black 
mutt, and the relations of each to the State has 
only just begun. Twenty generations of men 
will not see it ended. 
Aud our fellow-countrymen at the South who

THE CONVENTION'S MEMORIAL. 


So far us can I>e judged by bearing the 
rending of the Memorial Committee’s pro- 
l>oscd address to Congress, in behalf of the 
Anti-Chinese Convention now in session 
in tbis city, it is a document that will 
command resjiectful and thoughtful atten­ 
tion throughout the East, and appears to 
l reat al 1 the points necessary. It is useless to 
recite our grievances unless we can fortify 
them by reason. 
Historical parallels to 
the menace to this people by the Chinese 
invasion abound in the memorial, and es­ 
tablish beyond question the gravity and 
the danger of the ills that afflict us, and 
threaten the American system. 
The his­ 
toric proofs are abundantly cited in the 
paper, and admirably marshalled, estab­ 
lishing the fact that the homogeneity of our 
race is at stake, and th at the Chinese 
assault is u(Kin the foundation stones upon 
which the whole fabric of free government 
is reared. 
The vicious doctrine that this 
country is the manhole through which the 
slums of all nations may lie poured in 
upon 
our civilization 
to 
its degen- 
A’.ion 
and ultim ate destruction 
is v i ­ 
gorously 
assailed. 
A 
refuge 
it 
is 
for the oppressed, a beacon light for those 
who struggle for liliertv, a present house of 
comfort and a lasting home to the victims 
of human oppression. 
But none of the 
heaven-blest privileges it is in our |M>wer 
to extend to aliens, over were or can lie 
vested rights in the foreigner until we ac­ 
cord them. There is no right, human or 
divine, in the man not of this household 
to dwell with us without our consent. 
A* 
false and pernicious idea to the contrary 
has obtained, but its hour has struck. The 
people of America are setting up the right 
rule of action, that the judgm ent as to 
what elements may enter into the composi­ 
tion of our social and ¡lolitical fabric, re­ 
sides in the American ja-ople only, and is 
to be bv them alone exercised. 
The memorial strikes a hard blow when 
it declares that the Burlingame treaty 
was 
the result of a cunning scheme 
to 
advance 
personal 
ends 
by 
the 
sale 
of 
a 
freeman’s 
birthright 
for 
-a mess of Chinese iwttage. 
The his­ 
tory recited in this connection is of the 
highest importance. 
W hile it will be a 
partial remedy for the Chinese incursion 
to secure the repeal of the Burlingame 
treaty, it is true that it is not sufficient. 
In 1878 Hon. Creed Raymond, as the 
( hairai.in oí an investigating committee 
of the Senate of the State of California, 
reported to that body, and it was adopted, 
a memorial to Congress, accompanied bv 
addresses and copies of sworn testimony 
taken by the committee. 
In that mem­ 
orial it was recited that neither a total 
uor a partial abrogation of the treaty 
would afford the relief desired. 
This fact 
appearing to have been overlooked bv the 
people in this debate, the R ix oro-U niov, 
on the 3d of February ol this rear, re­ 
printed the memorial. 
We then took oc­ 
casion to use language, which we repro­ 
duce in this conuec'.ion as peculiarly 
applicable to the present consideration : 
The Senate eummiitce found, and iiz tin.lines 
were fortified by inriiihitaMc proofs of the fact, 
thal the policy of the Chinese Government is 
exclusive; that it desires to keep its people at 
home, and discourages their emigration. But 
the mass of the immigration comes from Hong­ 
kong. a British colony, or which I he Govern 
mcnt of Ghina has no control, and therefore no 
treaty stipulations with China would serve to 
check the passenger output from that |«ort. 
The committee arrived at the conclusion—and 
no subsequent developments have l>een made 
that affect the judgment—that the Chtnene 
Government would in all probability co-oper­ 
ate with our own (íoverument to prohibit the 
emigration of Chinese subjects, and tiial such 
a rcsu.t would in no wise affect our commer­ 
cial relations with that country. A remedy for 
Ü 'm S V '^mplained of was suggested by the 
commute.*, and had it lK-en acted upon there 
is reason to believe that long ere this the 
whole troublesome Chinese question would 
have been laid to rest, and that a vcrv aitter- 
eut and far more prosperous condition of the 
country and of the laboring classes wouid now 
be manifest. 1 he rem.-dy proposed was an at- 
pCal-i?. Gre<it Bnt»m to co-operate with us 
prohibiting the trade of rueu and women and 
such convention with the Chinese Government 
as would secure joint and friendly action of 
Great Britain and the United Slates with the 
Empire of China in the abrogation of all 
treaties between the three nations permitting 
the emigration of Chinese to the United States 


HOT PROBABLE. 


The sensational story that the Mormons 
purpose to abandon Utah and move over 
into the State of Nevada is without prob­ 
ability. 
The Mormons, with the 1.000 
votes they now have in the eastern half of 
Nevada, could easily gain political control 
in a State th a t casts but 17,000 votes on 
the average. U tah could export 8,000 male 
voters easily to attain that end. 
But what 
would be the compensation ? They could 
not hope to gain representation in Con­ 
gress under the new programme in less 
tim e than five years. 
Before that (leriod 
eiapses national legislation, in all prob-' 


ability, will define the marriage relation 
for the nation. 
There is more reason for 
such policy than for national bankruptcy 
legislation. 
It would be impossible, there­ 
fore, for the priesthood to save the poly­ 
gamous institution that is their chief con­ 
cern. To capture Nevada, Mormous would 
have to abandon their rich possessions in 
L tali. 
To send in 8,000 voters would 
carry away not less than 4,000 families, for 
it must be borne in mind th at the voting 
strength in I 'tali does not Lear the pro­ 
portion to population that obtains ir. other 
settled communities. 
To undertake such 
a conquest would cost the Mormons some 
millions of dollars, and the evidences all 
indicate that the church lias not so much 
ready cash at hand as it had even four 
years ago. 
It is doubtful, too, if the 
church managers could drive their people 
to a second exodus, and the reconquering 
of new soil which is barren compared to 
the fertile valleys of the Jordan and 
Sevier, and similar admirably located 
lands. 
The irrigation system along the 
foot of the W asatch mountains cannot lie 
reproduced any where in Nevada, and 
without it the Mormons would need to ex­ 
pend years of lalior to render their new 
possessions profitable, or even to make 
them yield bare necessities. 
N atural ob­ 
stacles, the inevitable polygamy laws, the 
cost and the danger of withdrawing from 
U tah and yielding up control there to the 
Gentiles, all forbid the adoption of such a 
policy a> rumor now gives currency. 


It is said that Congressmen aTe stag­ 
gered by the letters received from China, 
setting forth that American residents in 
that Em pire will be placed in imminent 
peril if the agitation against the Chinese 
in America continues, and legislation to 
exclude Chinese is pressed. 
Assuming 
this tobe true, it is an additional reason 
why such 
legislation 
should be had. 
Under such threats the Congress of the 
I nited States would be cowardly to refuse 
to act as the people of the Pacific coast pe­ 
tition it. 
The Government is surelv able 
to protect the 000 American residents in 
China. 
If their interests, and those of the 
one and a half million on the Pacific slope 
are to lie weigiied in the balance, theirs 
must go to the wall. 
The devoted G00, if 
their fears are well grounded, would do 
well to return home. 
It is certainlv the 
safer and lietter locality. 
T heir country­ 
men sympathize with them and wish them 
no ill, but when it comes to choosing be­ 
tween a paltry commerce with < hina, with 
the balance of trade against its, anti grow­ 
ing heavier, the safety of 000 people in 
China, anti the protection of their posses­ 
sions there on the one hand, and the clos­ 
ing of the door to Chinese immigrants, 
on 
the other, 
this 
people will 
not 
hesitate 
an 
instant, 
but 
will 
de­ 
mand 
the 
exclusion 
legislation 
and 
the sacrifice of residence in China by 
our jieopie. 
W e do not apprehend, how­ 
ever, any jiersonal injury to American 
residents in China. 
The Chinese Govern­ 
ment will not perm it a parallel to the 
massacre of 1872, nor will it dare to in­ 
voke the vengeance of the United States, 
between which and it no civilized nation 
will venture to interpose. 


T h e San Francisco Call takes a strong 
position in favor of the Mechanics’ Insti­ 
tute of San Francisco so fixing the date 
of its fair as not to come into conflict with 
the State Fair. 
This is a right position.

The 
Atchison road is now in what I call a mel­ 
low condition. They begin to see they 
have gone too far.

D istress on Irish Islan d s. 
London, March 11th.—The Government 
has placed gunboats at the service of Mr. 
Tuke in his work of relieving the distress 
among the inhabitants of the islands along 
the western Irish coast. Indescribable dis­ 
tress has been developed among the people 
inhabiting the Arran Isles, off' Galway, 
who. besides having hardly anything to 
eat but moss and sea-grass, are without fire 
and often without clothing and shelter. 
It is not rare to find girls of seventeen and 
eighteen years of age, kept in enforced 
hiding during the daytime, because here., 
or every thread of clothing, long ago bar­ 
tered away for seed potatoes or roots to 
feed smalier children.

Busy, who is charged with the distribution 
of tlie fund raised in America, through the 
New \ ork Sun, for the impoverished fisher­ 
men of Achille and Boffin islands, and 
begged him to divert part of his store for 
the benefit of the Arranese. This Mr. Busy 
was permitted to do, and he reports that in 
order to save the lives of scores of people, 
now dying of starvation in those Western 
Js!ands, it is imperative that relief on a 
large scale be at once organized.

T h e Santa Clara C ounty M yatery. 
San J ose, March 11th.—The Coroner 
yesterday held an inquest over the charred 
remains of the man found on Monday near 
the headwaters of Stevens’ creek, north­ 
west of Saratoga. 
An examination of the 
body showed that the fiesh bad been burn­ 
ed off the legs, arms, ami a portion of the 
head. The trunk was the onlv part that 
remained intact. On the breast, which 
rested on the ground, was found scraps of 
a blue jum per, a white shirt and a portion 
of a leather belt. All these had been worn 
by an Italian named Antone Barbarini. 
who owned a cabin in the vicinity, and 
who had been missing for ten days. ’ 
An autopsy revealed the fact that he had 
been shot twice in the breast. 
All the evi­ 
dence tended to establish the fact that he 
had been shot dead, and that the body had 
then been covered with brush and wood, 
which, after being saturated with coal oil, 
had been set on fire. 
In tlie bushes a few feet from the remains 
was found a hatchet, which one Clifford, 
who owns a cabin half a mile away, testi­ 
fied was his property, but had been stolen 
from him . 
After tlie inquest, which re­ 
sulted in a verdict of death by violence at 
the hands of some person or persons un­ 
known. tlie remains were buried. 
It is be­ 
lieved by tlie mountaineers that the Italian 
was killed in a land squabble. The officers 
are on a bunt after the assassin, with good 
prospects of finding him.

The G eneral Appropriation Bill Vetoed 
by tlie Governor.

Murray yesterday vetoed t be general appro­ 
priation bill.

In conclusion I have onlv to say that I will 
not consent to appropriate $1 of the public funds 
collected, kept or disbursed bv the well-deter­ 
mined, lawful agencies existing in this Terri­ 
tory. 
We should under-land each other re­ 
spectfully aud lully. Tiiis Territory has been 
permitted to defy the laws ar.l Cou’ts loug 
enough. It must cither cease to-do so, or, with 
my consent, it shall not long- r cover its disre­ 
gard of the laws of my country under the forms 
of Territorial statutes. I have not the moral or 
legal r.glit to sign the bill, and herewith re­ 
spectfully return the sume without my approval. 
Tlie gloom of this message was added 
to by tbe announcem ent of the Speaker 
that tlie pay of the members is indefinitely 
suspended.

S a l t L a k e , March llth .—The Legisla­ 
ture to-day adopted a long resolution cen­ 
suring the Governor for vetoing tiie bill for 
a compilation of tlie laws and for giving 
bail as a right to all convicts convicted of 
homicide or rape. The stoppage of their 
■pay at Washington makes the members 
ugly, and tlie veto oí (lie appropriation 
bill adds to their displeasure. The Gov­ 
ernor is backed1 by all loyal citizens in his 
position that the illegal and defiant local 
government, under Church patronage, must 
be done away with before anything can be 
done.

U n p leasan t E x p erien ce a t O akland. 
1 he Hulletin of last evening gives the 
following account of an unpleasant experi­ 
ence which ltev. Charles McKelvey. re­ 
cently pastor of Kingsley M. K. Church of 
this city, met with in Oakland, Wednesday 
night : 
A desperate assault was made last 
evening, in Oakland, with intent to com­ 
mit ruhbery. 
As Kev. Charles McKelvey, 
pastor of the Centennial Methodist Episco­ 
pal Church, was walking along Adeline 
street, between Eighth and Tenth streets, 
he was suddenly accosted by two men, one 
of whom placed a pistol close to his face 
and Mid "T hrow up vour hands.” Mr. 
McKelvey struck the pistol an upward 
blow. 
The pistol was discharged, proba­ 
bly by accident, and the bullet passed over 
Mr. McKelvey’s head. One of the assail­ 
ants then struck him a severe blow on the 
back of the bead, which caused him to fall 
upon the sidewalk. The two men then 
jumped upon him, kicked him , and ham ­ 
mered him with their fists. Mr. McKelvey 
defended him self as well as he could, and 
succeeded in regaining his feet. 
He run 
rapidly along the street. One pistol-shot 
was tired at him as he retreated. He ran 
to the house of ex-Governor I’erkins, at 
the corner of 1 enth and Adeline streets, 
and was cared tor there. A special police­ 
man w ho was in the neighborhood searched 
vainly for the assailants. Mr. McKelvey 
lives at No. 1017 Adeline street, and was 
going homeward when the assault was 
made upon hint. 
He has a large gash on 
the back ot his bead, and is badly bruised. 
He w ire a valuable watch, but the robbers 
did not get any booty.

The committee 
will commence work immediately, and teel 
confident the citizens will second their ef­ 
forts.”

The trouble has now be­ 
come serious, the pain preventing him 
from obtaining usual sleep, and may re­ 
sult in an operation having to be'per- 
fonned to ascertain the nature and extent 
of the injury to the bone.

Brady was 
a native of Pittsburg. Penn., 45 years old, 
and a capitalist.

has been in failing 
health of late, and under advice of physi­ 
cians will seek the resorts of the Hawaiian 
Kingdom in his endeavor to regain health.

Bat for the expulsion of the Moors, it is possi­ 
ble that Cortes, instead of carrying the Spanish 
banner lo the Gulf of California, might have 
spent his valor and his life fighting that j>eoplc 
ior b*s own home in Andalusia, as nis own peo­ 
ple had been doing for eight centuries. 
Towards the end of the seventeenth century 
there occurred what has been called the expul­ 
sion of the llugeuots from France by Louis XIV. 
That people from religious persecution, or 
what goes in our histories by that name, 
took re luge ui England.

In the case of the Huguenot*, like that of the 
Moors, h¡8’orians generally agree in condemn­ 
ing the injustice and folly* of the act which led 
to that emigration. 
As u> the injustice of forcing the consciences 
of men in matters of faith, it will not in this 
day a:»«¡ Hire tie questioned. 
But us to !he »up- 
]M-«ed tollv of France losing ihe Huguenot, 
tb*-re arc plainly two sides to the question. 
The Huguenota, while in many respects ex 
ci llei.t people, an i in all re p o ts as good as the 
reri of the people of their time, ".ere religious 
fanatics of the most exasperating type, in an 
age of extreme religious fauatici-in. They were 
always ready to persecute or be persecuted, to 
suffer or inflict martyrdom a* the wheel of for­ 
tune should give to or take from them the 
power. 
They were disaffected and seditious to a de­ 
gree tnat m .de them always an element of dan­ 
ger to the general peace aud safety. They were 
constantly corresponding and intriguing ami 
plotting with every public enemy, ami espe­ 
cially with England, the most dangerous of 
them all. 
The position of France, then as now. sur 
roundea by powerful and aggressive states, 
was one of great peril ; and the Huguenots con­ 
tributed at all times to materially increase this 
danger by t.ieir disaffection and disloyal mach­ 
ined i-ms. in this respect, at least, their depart­ 
ure was a distinct benefit to France. 
-— Y.3 doubt they were a considerable advantage 
to England, and that she was the gainer in 
every respect by their coming. They were in 
accord with the English on the ven* point of 
their disagreement with the French people— 
that of religion — aud they carried over with 
them well-established habits of industry and 
thrift, considerable skill In the ar<s and more 
or less money. 
But France was not the loser, nor iu the long 
run were the Huguenots. They found a country 
where the people agreed with them, while 
France obtained homogeneity aud peace, which 
she sorely needed ; and as for the arts she has 
ever since held arid still holds the first place 
One hundred years after the departure of the 
Huguenots, when France was making that su­ 
preme effort against desjsitism that lias made 
the age memorable, and when the allied mon­ 
arch.* of Europe, with great Minies, were at her 
frontiers, France now became the most homo 
geneout people on the globe—as homogeneous as 
China—rose up as one man, confronted coal­ 
esced tyranny, erect and defiant, and “ hurled 
at its feet as gage of battle the head of a king,1' 
and drove them back 
No heterogeneous population, no nation oi 
mongrels that ever existed, could have stood in 
the place of France in I • 
aiid survive 1 as an 
independí nt power. 
llad the Huguenots remained in France with­ 
out materially changing their manners, they 
must have been an element of weakness ar.d 
mi^ht have ruined the country.

mans and with what ought to be considered the 
same religion : in short, a case where invariance 
ami heterogeneity is almost a minimum, aud he 
is doing it on the sole ground that their pres­ 
ence in Germany is a constant i*eril to the pub­ 
lic safety. “ We must show,” says the German 
Chancellor, “ that we stand not upon leet of 
clay, but of iron.” 
The a D s tra e t justice of this proceeding we do 
not discuss; aud as for the policy, we do not 
understand enough of the tact»to have an opin­ 
ion, but, considering the dangers that beset the 
German nation on every side, it is a question 
that must be left to the German i»eople alone. 
It is not for us to decide it for them. If it is 
necessary for the safety of the State, it is just. 
On that ground the Germans can safely take 
their stand. 
We do not refer to the efforts of these people 
for homogeneity and that rest and peace which 
at times it alone can bring, either to justify or 
condemn the act in any particular instance. 
Nor are we by any means willing to place the 
desire of our people to rid themselves of a class 
of adult male Chiuese, living among us in the 
abnormal and corrupting condition of separa­ 
tion from their families iu the same category 
with the Huguenots in their nativeland, or with 
the Moors, who with their wives and children 
were living iu what might after 800 years be 
fairly considered their unlive land, or with the 
Poles, men, women and children, iu east Ger­ 
man v. 
To even send away these Chine»-* by act of 
law, if such a law could be obtained from Con­ 
gress. would l»e only to send them back to their 
wives and homes and children, where in the in­ 
terest of morality and dec ncy they ought to be. 
I he weakness oi States with mixed and homo­ 
geneous populations, has had a striking illustra­ 
tion in our time and at our very door. 
Mexico, a country with lU.OOO.UdO people, part 
European, pait Indian, part African, with a con­ 
siderable part mongrel, was seized by an expe­ 
dition from France so contemptible in numbers 
that h:ui it been sent against a country with lu. 
OeO.ubo Caucas ion» of Europe or America, it 
would have nm great ri>k of being expelled by 
the women with theii brooms. 
* 
But being M *xico and Mexican people, such 
as they are, it marched in triumph to the capi­ 
tal, set up an Imperial State with an Austrian 
Prince .ni the throne, which for anything the 
Mexicans could have done to prevent, would 
have been as permanent as the Holy Roman 
Empire. 
But in a twelve month from the fall of Rich­ 
mond, the Mexican throne was iu the dust, and 
the Emperor shot to death at Quo retaro. 
But will any man say that result was pro­ 
duced by tin* power of the mongrel» and half­ 
breeds called the Mexican people? 
No: for 
history tells a different story.

His name was Grant, 
And we w arn our countryman on both sides 
of the continent, that if wc go on mixing and 
m:?ngret«zing the people of this nation, as we 
nave been <: » ng. aud as sentimentalist» wou’d 
nave us continue to do, a time will come when 
a foreign expeditionary force wi 1 put a Eu­ 
ropean Emperor in the White House and keep 
him there. We are willing to pass into history 
w.th that prediction charged to our account. 
We do not believe iu the cessation of wars, 
or the final triumph of |*eaee congresses aud 
arbitration of international dispute*. 
Man is a fighting animal, ana wars wiil not 
cease while he i» what he is. 
I^et it once be seen that we are unable to de­ 
fend ourselves, and England will have an army 
in the country within a year, fighting fora mar­ 
ket of English goods. 
Our Chauvinists are foud of boasting of our 
population and its woudcrful increase of our 
fitly or sixty millions of people—words which 
we keep rolling off our totigue as if in love 
with the sound. 
But what avail all our millions of people for 
defense if they are not of the right quality and 
stamina'. And even they have courage a- d 
can fight, what avails it if they are inharmoni­ 
ous, burning with race antagonism, so that the 
cunning cm my can set one race cutting the 
throats of the other ?

The growth and development of the sham 
sentimentality at out the right of free emigra­ 
tion to this country hits always had Mammon as 
its chief underlying motive. The money-seek­ 
ing sentimentalist lias recognized the obvious 
fact that the increase oi population has in­ 
creased (he value of property, and made busi­ 
ness lively, aud there he has seen his profit. 
If it were once demonstrated that the coining 
hither of any number of the best jicople iu the 


right aud inalienable right of emigration, und 
about this country being the home of libertv 
and the refuge of the oppressed of all nations 
w ould be hushed forever, and in a week the 
country would be in arms to keep the intiuders 
out. 
Mammon, masquerading in the disguise of 
humanity, patriotism and national generosity, 
worked its way into our diplomatic service aud 
gave us the Burlingame treaty. 
We ebarae that Anson Burlingame deliber­ 
ately sold his country’s birthright tor fhine.se 
money. 
Ana we state the facts. Burlingame was 
American Minister at Pekin. While there he 
found o .t what is well known to cvcryliody 
familiar with China, that the Chiuese have 
always been nngr. and dissatisfied with the 
c< ncessions extorted from them by Kngland, 
and particularly by the opium traffic and the 
extra territorial rights, by w hich foreigners are 
exempt from the jurisdiction of the Chinese 
Court», and other concessions, all odious and 
rasping almost beyond endurance to the Chi­ 
nese. 
Burlingame s¡rv itere a chance, by throwing 
off his American nationality and turning China­ 
man, to make some money, aud he seized it. 
lie convinced Tsung-ii-Yamen that if they 
would make hint Chinese Embassador, with a 
general roving commission, lie could get the 
I ntted ¡states to back him up with moral, and, 
if necessary, with physical force, and that thus 
he could frighten and buiiy Great Britain into 
surrendering those concessions so galling to 
China. 
He got a contrcet to get rid of tne opium 
tro trie, and the extra territoria ities, bv a diplo­ 
matic negotiation with England. For this service 
he was to have a large sum of money—report 
says a hundred thousand taels cash in hand, 
and a large additional sum, contingent upon 
success. It is a shameful aud humiliating fact 
to confess that the Minister of no other power 
011 the ijlobc would have dared to enst off his 
connection with his own country, and thus 
taken foreign service. 
Any European power 
would have treated him as a disgraced man for 
doing it. 
China would have cut off his 
head. With a numerous suite of Chinese of­ 
ficials Mr. Burlingame started for Europe in 
ISM, by the way of Washington. London, the 
real objective point of his diplomatic expedi­ 
tion. was purposely and cunningly left till the 
last. 
He knew veil enough that the English for­ 
eign office would detect the Yankee renegade 
under the disguise of the Chinese Mandarin 
and that lie might have difficulty in getting in 
at the frout door, much less to be received as 
representing China in any diplomatic capacity. 
He went to Washington, not because it was 
necessary to make a treaty with the t inted 
States, for there was not the slightest necessity 
either for China or for us that sueli a thing 
should be done. We were not forcing opium 
upon China. We had not extorted the extra 
territorial rights from her. We had never so 
much as pointed a gun at her. 
It was not 
necessary, so far as immigration was concerned, 
for the law permitted them to come at will. 
Burlingame went to Washington to get recog­ 
nition and prestige tor European uses. 
lie felt it would be a great card if he could 
show in Euro]>e that he had been received as 
Chinese Embassador by the Government of the 
United States. 
To have negotiated and signed a treaty with 
them, would seem to make him solid every 
where, So he set about that at once. He be­ 
gan. as might be expected lrom a man capable 
of such a career, with a misstatement. He as­ 
sured the State Department that he had been 
sent ou a special mission connected with the 
opening up of China to railroad building, of 
which he hoia il in time to give onr people a 
monopoly. He knew us to be the children of 
Mammon, and took advantage of his knowl­ 
edge. 
Just who suggested those clauses of the Bur­ 
lingame Treaty uhout the inherent right of 
emigration, we do not know, but considering 
the state of mind prevailing alxrut the State 
Department at that time it is probable it came 
from our side. 
But it did not make any difference to Bur­ 
lingame what tlie treaty contained so long as it 
did not disgraee him with China. 
What 
he wanted was a treaty. So lie lobbied at 
Washington waiting to get the prestige of 
American recognition to take with him to Eng­ 
land. 
At last he worked the Instrument through, 
which goes into 
history witn his name. 
Then he went away to Europe, but never got 
across the threshold of any court or foreign 
office to say good morning. 
For the purpose of obtaining prestige, with 
which he might work upon Great Britain in the 
interest of China ami earn his fee, Mr. Burlin­ 
game induced his own country to yield up a 
sovereign attribute, never before surrendered 
by any free peop'e, a right infinitely more valu­ 
able than all the opium privileges and extra 
territorialities and trading concessions extorted 
from China by English arms in a hundred years’ 
war. 
Among them they bartered away, as far as it 
can be bartered away, the right to determine 
who shall come and who shall not come to this 
new aud growing country of ours, live on its 
soil, enjoy its privileges, and mingle freely with 
its people. 
-ill that the early colonists had earned by 
their toil and suffering, all our revolutionary 
heroes had purchased with their bloo l, the 
laud that lias been wrested from savage nature 
and savage men, by the courage of our lace, 
was thrown open t > four hundred and fifty mill­ 
ion Chinese to run over it, to take it. to eiijoy it, 
as freely as we. lu older that Mr. Burlingame 
ecu d earn a hundred thousand taels in Chinese 
silver. 
He did not even reserve the right for the 
cheated Americans, when squeezed out of their 
own country, to seek refuge in China, li.r our 
residence there remains strictly limited to 
some fifteen or twenty seaports, mimed long be­ 
fore iu older treaties. In the history of the 
world no such fraud was ever perpetrated upon 
a free and sovereign people. 
For all this the only equivalent we are sup 
posed to get back occurs in the article eight in 
the treaty. It provides in substance (hat when­ 
ever China shall buiiii railroads ilie United 
State shall furnish the engineers and China 
w ill pay them their salaries. 
Whether these engineers are to drive tlie loco­ 
motives or do tlie surveying does not seem abso­ 
lutely clear. But let it be what it may. China 
lias within the last year deliberately violated 
and brokeu til is treaty by making a new one 
with France, in wnich it is agreed that not 
Americans, but Frenchmen, are to not only 
engineerthe railroads iu China, but to construct 
and openin' them as well. 
That treaty, cheating us out of the mess of 
pettage we were to have for our birthright, 
was concluded in Peking some time in May 
and ratified in Paris on the 28th of November, 
1>-V5: and now all that is left to us under tlie 
treaty is an unlimited and inexhaustible supply 
of coolies. 
This is the true history and inwardness of the 
Burlingame trojiy. It was conceived iu fra ml 
and chicane. It was negotiated at a time when 
no treaty was wanted by either country, and not 
lo r the purpose named iu the treaty. It lays 
that dow n to t.e a public and natural law, which 
never was. and never in the nature of things 
can he such. 
It i» an international lie patent on its face. 
It never ought to have been entered into. I( 
has been deliberately and solemnly abrogated 
in its spirit, if not in the letter, bv the Chinese 
in giving away to the French the railroad privi­ 
leges guaranteed to us. 
For these reasons It ought to be abrogated and 
got out of the way by our own Government. 
We do not believe it is kept in force bv the 
wish of China, or that they would make any se­ 
rious objections to our bringing it to an end 
Tlie objection of terminating the Burlingnme 
Treaty hn- its stronghold in America, and with 
the cheap labor interests alone. 
The people of tills- coast are willing to accept 
che-ap lalior when it coral’s naturally bv exces­ 
sive population, as iu the growth and develop­ 
ment it will come in time. We object to noth­ 
ing that is natural and inevitable. Labor will 
lie cheap when the country is full of people, and 
the conditions of life hard. Doubling in popu­ 
lation as we do once in twenty-five years. God 
knows it will come soon enough. Ilut we are 
acaiust hastening it at the expense of the qual­ 
ity. fiber and -lamina of the nation. 
Again we say what we said in tlie beginning, 
a nation's wealth is not in it- money, hut in its 
men amP women. When they deteriorate the 
country sinks down with them. 
Ih e people of the Pacific State- are holding 
the gaies against a system that will, if persisted 
in. bring the country ol Washington to the con­ 
dition of Mexico, if not to that of Panama or 
Jamaica. This may not la- true of every part of 
the country, but it is certainly true of portions 
of it. and those portions having the richest soil 
ami tiie mildest and most agreeable climate.

The President promptly ruled it out of 
order, on the ground that it was offering an 
insult to the President of the United States 
and Congress. The attem pt ut wit on the 
part of the would-be wit of Oakland fell 
Hat upon the Convention. 
Grove L. Johnson said he would intro­ 
duce a resolution that would please every­ 
body, and that was to levy an assessment 
of i l 50 a head upon the members of the 
Convention, to pay necessary expenses. 
This was all right for those who represent­ 
ed themselves, but the poor devils who 
were loaded down with thirty or forty 
proxies each commenced a brisk kicking, 
and for a few moments the air was blue 
with the oaths of the unterriiied proxy­ 
holders. Johnson had suddenly beared the 
market, and proxies, especially those of the 
confederated labor leagues represented by 
Hoftueister and Haskell. 
Action on the resolution was deferred, 
and a motion adopted appointing a Com­ 
mittee on Finance to report in tlie evening 
as to amount of bills, und the assessment 
per member necessary to pay them. 
K. A. Davis introduced the following, 
which was referred to the com m ittee: 
Ritoleed, That while we are unalterably op- 
jKised to tlie further immigration of Chinese to 
this elute, and ure determined and pledged to 
the use of all honorable aud law ful means to 
compel tiie departure ironi 
our commou- 
w< clth of all those now here, by supplanting 
them with free labor, still we do declare that 
the persons aud the property of the Chinese 
now here are entitled to the full protection of 
tlie law, and that we are opposed to any vio­ 
lence or unlawful intimidation or threats in 
currying out purposes above 9et forth. 
A number of other resolutions were in­ 
troduced and referred. 
Adjourned to 7 p. m. 
Evening Session. 
• 
At t e evening session the Chair ap­ 
pointed as a Finance Committee the follow­ 
ing-named gentlemen : J. W. Elder, J. S. 
Cole, J. J. Evans, W in. B. Sauflev, iJ. M. 
Bernard. The committee retired, and later 
came in and reported tlmt the expenses of 
the Convention would aggregate about 
$5<X), which would necessitate an assess­ 
ment of $1 '25 per delegate anil proxy. The 
report of the committee was adopted as 
read. 
There was an effort to relieve Messrs. 
Haskell and Hoffmeyer of their embarass- 
ment, claiming that if they were obliged to 
pay they would be bankrupt. This created 
much discussion, many claiming that if 
they refused to pay they should surrender 
their credentials. 
Mrs. I.aura DeForce Gordon was intro­ 
duced during the time the Convention was 
waiting on the Committee on Resolutions, 
and addressed tlie Convention. She spoke 
at length, reviewing the entire Chinese 
question. She thought tlie women of Cal­ 
ifornia should interest themselves in this 
question. We must insist, she said, that 
no more come here, and see that every 
Mongol is removed from our midst. She 
believed iu a most thorough boycott of the 
Chinese aud all who enipley them. They 
say we cannot get along without tlie Chi­ 
nese—our food will go uncooked, our shirts 
uulaundried, our fruit unpicked, our crops 
ungarnered, our houses unkept. 
Bless 
your hearts, we had no Chiuese in the days 
of our mothers, and we raised more and 
larger families then than we do now. She 
devoted herself to the frult-raisers, and said 
that all the Chinese engaged in the busi­ 
ness during the prevailing low rates of fare 
could be replaced within three months. 
Her speech was received with immense 
applause and cheers. 
On motion of Mr. Reddy, the Convention 
tendered the lady a vote of thanks. The 
vote was unanimous, and decided by a 
rising vote. 
W hile on their feet some one 
proposed three cheers, which was given 
with a will, the galleries joining in the 
huzzah, and closing with an immense 
“tig ah !” 
The taking up of the assessment occupied 
almost an hour. W hen it was concluded, 
Hamm of Alameda arose and stated that 
he had been informed that the San F ran­ 
cisco delegation had refused to pay the 
assessments of the absentees. They had 
used them the night before to elect th tir 
Chairman. Their vote put Judge Freer in 
the chair, and if the San Fruacisco delega­ 
tion refused to pay their assessment then 
he should ask that Judge Freer step down 
and out, and give the chair to C. F. Mc- 
Glashan, to whom he said it justly be­ 
longed 
The motion was seconded. ’ 
Mr. McGlashan arose and said: “ For 
God's sake don’t do that. W ithdraw those 
words; withdraw that motion.” 
Damtu insisted amidst the shouts and 
cheers of a few near him. 
Judge Freer made a personal explana­ 
tion. 
He regretted that he should be the 
cause of any matt getting up at this time so 
near the close of the Convention asking 
him to relinquish his place to a gentleman 
whom he defeated for that position on yes­ 
terday. H e had treated all with im partial­ 
ity. 
Mr. McGlashan gained the door amidst a 
a most exiting scene, and secured the rec­ 
ognition of the Chair and the attention of 
the Convention. W ith tears in his eyes lie 
appealed to the better sense and judgment 
of the Convention to frown down any and 
all such motions as were introduced by the 
delegate from Oakland. He paid a high 
tribute to Judge Freer, and resented the 
proffered gratuitous insult. 
He moved 
that the motion be laid upon tlie table, and 
that the Convention express their appreci­ 
ation of, and confldence in, their able and 
im partial President. 
The motion was carried by a rising vote, 
every gentleman in the room arising with 
the exception of Mr. Datum. W hen the 
noes were called for not an individual 
arose, and while hisses filled the air and 
shouts of “ sham e” and “ put him out,” 
Mr. Pixley charged across the chamber, 
and shaking his finger at the mover of the 
motion, asked him in stentorian tones 
why he did not vote, and sneeringly 
challenged him to rise. 
Sconchin, the irrepressible Sergeant-at- 
Armscried, “Get u p ! and half-a-dozen San 
Joseites immediately 
moved Seonchin’s 
expulsion from the floor. This was Pix- 
ley’s and Grove L. Johnson’s opportunity, 
and they jum ped into the breach and 
championed Sconcbin’s cause. A rising 
vote was taken on the motion to expel the 
Sergeant-at-Arms, and lost hy a close vote. 


T H E RESOLU TIO N S. 
After the Convention had subsided front 
what appeared at one tim e would culmi­ 
nate in an open rupture, the Chair called 
for a report from the Committee on Reso­ 
lutions. Horace Davis, Chairman, made 
the report, and the Secretary, McGlashan, 
read the follow ing: 
Whereas. The people of the State of Califor­ 
nia are. with an unanimity of sentiment uu 
paralleled iu history, opposed to the presence of 
Chiuese in their midst, and are likewise op|aised 
to the further immigration of that race into the 
t nited States: aud, whereas, this opposition is 
not of sudden growth, but is the result of more 
than thirty ye;^ext>erience; and. whereas, the 
history of all countries where the Chinese have 
been pi rmitted to reside among other races, is a 
precise counterpart of our own ; and. whereas 
the evils arising from the presence of the Chi­ 
nese are : 
1. Their coming is an invasion, not an immi­ 
gration. 
2. fiiey have no families or homes among us. 
3. Their domestic relations and mode of life 
are such as forever preclude their assimilation 
with our people. 
4. By education and customs they are antago­ 
nistic to a republican form of government 
5. They maintain iu our midst secret tribunals 
in defiance of our laws. 
6. The presence of so many adult males owing 
allegiance to a foreign Government is damrer- 
ous. 
6 
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7. They deter laboring men from coming to 
California. 
8. The contract system by which they come to 
this country is virtually a system of peonage 
hostile to American institutions. 
9. Their presence deters the growth of a reli­ 
able labor element among our boys and girls 
10. Af er subsisting ou the lowest possible por­ 
tion ol their earnings they remit the resiaue, 
amounting to many millions annually. io China 
while the substitution of American labor would 
retain this vast sum of money in our own 
country. 
For these and other reasons thev are a constant 
and growing source of irritation'and danger to 
our state, and it is necessary that their immi­ 
gration be immediately stopped, and everv law­ 
ful measures be adopted to remove those now 
among us. Therefore, be it 
A'isgred, That we demand that the Govern­ 
ment of the Cnited States take immediate steps 
1° Prohibit absolutely this Chinese invasion. 
Jfrwgrof, That to encourage the early removal 
of the Chinese we accept the suggestion of the 
Constitution of California, which says that no 
thuiose shall ever be employed upon any pub­ 
lic work of the State, except in punishment for 
crime. 
ficwirerf, That the interests of the people of 


the State of California demand, in harmony 
with the organic law of the State, that the pre­ 
sence of Chinese should be discouraged In every 
particular, and that in everv instance prefer­ 
ence should be given to white labor; and we 
earnestly appeal to the people to do their ut­ 
most to supplant the Chinese with such labor 
We are not in favor of any unlawful methods 
but so firmly are we impressed with the great 
importance of discouraging the employment of 
the Chine e, that we recommend that they be 
not patronized in any way, and we are in favor 
at the earliest moment of boycotting auy tierson 
who employs Chinamen directly or indirectly 
or who purchase the products of Chinese labor 
The date at which the boycott commences in 
different localities shall in all cases be left to 
the local leagues. 
Kao/red, That a permanent State organiza­ 
tion be perfected by this State Convention to 
be known as the Calilornfa Anti-Chinese Non­ 
Partisan Association. 
Rtfolred, That an Executive Committee be 
selected by the Chairman of the Convention 
consisting of three from San Francisco and 
one from caeli other county of the Sute who 
shall be fully empowered to have control of 
the Sute work, fill vacancies in their own bodv 
call State Conventions at such times and places 
as they may deem proper, and devise ways and 
means for advancing the cause. 
Raolivd, That we recommend that a State 
Organizer be selected by tlie Convention, whose 
compensation shall be fixed by the Executive 
Committee. 
Pcnolrcd, That the State Executive Committee 
be requested to solicit subscriptions, in order 
that the work of excluding the Chinese may 
not be crippled from lack of funds, and we 
recommend thut printed copies of all subscrip­ 
tions received, and of all expenditures made by 
the committee, be sent to every newspaper in 
the State, with a request for publication. 
Retohtd, That these resolutions be printed 
aud that copies thereof be mailed to the Presi­ 
dent of the Cnited States, the Justices of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, tothe mem­ 
bers of the Cabinet, to the California delegates 
In Congress, to the members of the Senate and 
House of Representatives from the other States 
and Territories, to the Governors ot the several 
States aud Territories, and to each newspaper In 
California. 
General Bidwell moved that tlie resolu­ 
tions be considered serriatim, and it was so 
ordered. 
The resolutions 
were unani­ 
mously concurred in, until the one recom­ 
mending the boycott was reached. 
Knowing that many would desire to 
speak upon this question, the tim e of 
speeches was limited to five minutes, but 
in some instances was increased to ten, and 
in some cases fifteen. The argum ent on 
the part oi those opposed to the boycott 
was that it was illegal and un-American. 
The Chinese can only he driven out of the 
country hy an Act of Congress. 
Mr. Sar­ 
gent advocated that the boycott would in­ 
duce Congress to give the' Chinaman the 
ballot. The advocates of the boycott were 
loudly applauded throughout their speeches 
tlie Convention plainiv showing that a 
very large majority was in favor of the 
resolutions in their entirety. Sneeches were 
made against the boycott by General Bid- Í 
w ell.Chico; Frank Pixley, F. J. Xewlands, 
A. A. Sargent, M. H. Hec’lit, San Francisco! 
In favor of it by Mr. Hunt of O akland: H. 
Wilson of Teham a; Mr. Sbarboro, San 
Francisco; X. F. Ravlin, San Jose; Jan u s 
II. Barry,San Francisco; P. Reddy, Mon. ; 
W. H. Sears, M arin; M. M .E stce.'ofN :pi! 
H. Weinstoek, Sacramento. 
At 12:15 a . m. C. F. McGlashan moved 
the previous question. This created great 
commotion. 
Many delegates sprang to 
thoir feet and yelled for recognition, but the 
Chair decided all debate out of order. The 
motion was put and declared carried by a 
viva voce vote, before Mr. Sargent and din­ 
ers could move for a ctll of the roll. 
As 
soon as the vole was announced the < .in­ 
vention sprang to it 
(cot, and with hats 
swung aloft rent the air with wild hu/zahs. 
Threeeheers were given lor “ Old Boycott,” 
“ C. F. McGlashan, the Hero of Truckep.” 
Judge L. D. Freer. Patrick Reddy and M. 
M. Estee. 
Mr. Sargent appealed from the decision 
of the Chair as soon as the noise somewhat 
subsided. 
The Chair held that the appeal came too 
late. 
Mr. Sargent announced that he would re­ 
tire from the Convention. 
General Bidwell declared the Convention 
a disgrace to civilization, the State and the 
nation, and also withdrew. 
At 12:45 a . m . the Convention a d j o u r n e d 
to 10 a . m . to -d a y . 
N otes of tlie C onvention. 
Dennis Kearney, the man who coined 
the expression “ the Chinese must go,” is 
one of the busiest men on the floor of the 
Convention. He flits here and there, is 
seen in every little knot where the labor 
question is discussed. Dennis has lost all 
liis influence with the cohorts ho once led, 
and is snubbed in every corner. 
H e is 
openly accused of selling out the laboring 
man. 
“Too much politics ” is said to have been 
the reason why it took a whole day to 
effect a temporary organization. 
Frank Pixley and Marcus D. Boruok are 
the two most disgusted individuals that 
have been in the Capital city for the past 
twenty years. George B. Katzenstein is their 
particular target, at whom they fire all kinds 
of epithets, and who will, no doubt, form 
a text for fulsome 
editorials 
in the 
Argonaut and Sjnrit o f the Times. 
Because 
the anti-Chinese delegation differs in views 
with those two San Francisco editors they 
say, “ By the gods the State Republican 
Convention shall not be held in this city !” 
Do they speak hy the card? 
The San Joaquin county delegation be­ 
came so thoroughly disgusted with the 
proceedings of the Convention on Wednes 
day that a majority of them took the after­ 
noon train for their home—“ the city of 
windmills.” 
A gentleman from San Francisco, who 
frequently cries. “ Mr. Chairman !” always 
accompanies his appeal for the President's 
ear with an opening of the ponderous lids 
of afl-caret celluloid watch. The Conven­ 
tion proposes at its close to present him 
with an open-faee nickel-plated chronom­ 
eter. 
Charles Cornberger, of Oakland ; Noble 
Fisher, of Sacramento, und the gentle­ 
men front San Francisco who attempted 
to vote thirty-three votes for organized 
labor, occupy nmcli of the valuable time 
of the Convention by unnecessary chin­ 
ning. 
Carl Browne, the handsome artist »f the 
people’s illustrated Ojien Letter, is busy on 
the tloor of the Convention taking sketches. 
This is a rare oportunity for Carl, and be is 
doing it up Browne. 
A member on the floor of the Conven­ 
tion said the reason of the delay in tlie or­ 
gan ization was entirely owing to the fact 
that Pixley favored it! H e coppered Mc- 
Giashan and secured the election of Freer. 
The following was sent up to the Secre­ 
tary's desk, but was by that dignitary very 
properly consigned to the waste basket: 
“ Notice—Any gentleman having lost the 
handle of his hand organ, can get a new 
and polished one on application to the Sec­ 
retary of the San Jose Branch of the Con­ 
vention. 
He has a large assortment of 
cranks in perfect working order.” 
W hen Pixley arose to address the Con­ 
vention yesterday, he was hissed from all 
portions of the house. 
After order was se­ 
cured he had a respectful hearing, and his 
sound speech at its close was loudly ap­ 
plauded.
